Perſon beyond the Seas, ſhall neglect or refuſe to accept and incloſe his, her, or their 
Share or Allotment, within the Times to be limited by the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any Three 
of them, then the ſaid Commiſſioners, or their Succeſſors, or the Survivors, or any Three or 
more of them, ſhall and may, and they are bereby authorized and impowered, by Indenture, 
under their Hands and Seals, or by Surrender, to mortgage and convey the ſame Shares 
and Allotments, unto any Perſon or Perſons, who ſhall be willing to incloſe, hedge, 

_ ditch, and fence the ſame reſpectively, his, her, or their Heirs or Aſſigns, for ſecuring ſuch 
Sum or Sums of Money, to be mentioned and expreſſed in the ſaid Indenture or Sur- 
render, for that Purpoſe, as by the ſaid Commiſlioners or their Suucceſſors, or the Sutvi- 
vors, or any Three or more of them, ſhall be thought neceſſary and ſufficient to pay and
